Committee on advisataritj- .-of 'more 


uniform curb lines and streets recom- 
mended that an ordinance he adopted 
providing for the laying of a uniform 
curb by the borough, expense >of -same 
to be paid by the boixragti and each 
property holder to pay pro rata share 
Iherof.

short distance west of West street the 
street has gone off toward the north. 
so that the lots on the north side of 
street in place of being 180 feet in 
depth are two or three feet less than 
this. On the other hand the survey 
-showed that if the street was made 
straight the building line would run 
into the three houses -west of railroad.

>hia all the jurisdiction and powers 
low vested in the district courts and 
Courts of common pleas, subject to 
such changes as may be made by this 
Constitution or by ]aw, shall be in 
Philadelphia vested in five distinct 
and separate courts of equal and co- 
ordinate 
jurisdiction, 
composed of 


three judges each. The said courts in 
Philadelphia shall be designated re- 
spectively as the court of common 
pleas number one, number two. num- 
ber three, number four, and number 
five, biit the number of said courts may 
be by law inci eased, from time to time, 
and shall be in like manner designated 
by successive numbers.

"Nothing is further from my heart and 
purpose."' he said. 'T never entertained., 
such an idea." Subsequently he receiv- 
ed hundreds of telegrams and letter? 
urging him to remain on the ticket. 
He was fairly nominated and is justly 
entitled to tie support of his party. 
No well informed citizen ea-n set u> 
the excuse that he doesn't know th-? 
Democratic nominee. He lias serve-1 
eight years in the senate and been a 
leader in every movement for legisla- 
tive reform. Any man who doesn't 
know Grim Is unfamiliar with the pub- 
lic life of the commonwealth.., for he- 
lias "been an ornament in it. 


Besides, Webster Grim is the nomi-

Democracy, or Protection 
vs. Free Trade, but it is Democracy 
ve. Oligarchy, or a Government by 
the people against a Government by a 
few. 


"It is important to note that the 


present uprising of the people through- 
out our land, justified by righteous in- 
dignation, demands relief from monop- 
olistic aud trust controlled legislation, 
which is Caunonism pure aud simple. 


"The only way to bring relief is 


through the policies and principles 
represented by the Democratic party, 
tarift revision djwnward, anti-trust 
legislation and retrenchment iu the 
present extravagant expenditures of 
the public money. 


"Not many years ago you and I 


were mocked and villitted by Repub- 
licans with all kinds of epithets for 


dvocating tariff reform, declaring it 


to mean free trade and pauper wages, 
while thousands of dependent men 
were intimidated and forced to vote 
the Republican ticket under the threat 
that any other action would deprive 
them of protection and the full dinner 
pail. TheBepublican party persistently 
insisted upon the imperative necessity 
of protection. Protection to infant in- 
dustries and similar slogans were 
familiar in those days. 


"These infant industries were fos- 


tered by favored and discriminating 
tariff laws until they grew to be 
greedy-monsters. 
Finally they de- 


veloped into monopolies aud later be- 
gan absorbing each other under the 
tender name of trusts, yet this party 
of protection permits these greedy and 
menacing trusts to go on unrestricted 
regardless of the consequences to the 
people. 


Nation in Revolt. 


"All this was accomplished without 


arousing general suspicion. The He- 
publican leaders and their henchman 
had the ful lest confidence of the people 
of their party and it only dawned up- 
on the mind and attention of the rank 
and file of the Republican voters dur 
ing the Isst sessions of Congress that 
something must be radically wrong 
somewhere, for taxation became high- 
er, and a promised revision of the tar- 
ifl downward resulted in a revision 
upward. Along with this came a con- 
stant ?nd intolerable advance iu al- 
most everything that is needed in the 
family and household, the struggling 
and impoverished laborer and poor 
man bearing more than his share of 
the burden. The outraged, disappoint- 
ed and hitherto deceived people, who

"The tariff is an important issue 


and I could submit many interesting 
figures and statistics, but for waat of 
time must forego doing so iu detail. 
You will remember the Diuglev tar- 
ifl bill was passed in 1897, and almost 
simultaneously with it the era of 
trusts swept down upon the unsus- 
pecting people of our nation. Inside 
of five years trusts were organized 
having a total capitalization of *.}i. 
000,000,000. 
Jt is a feature of the 


trusts that they flouri.-h only u ruler 
the shadow of high protective lari/r 


walls. They destroy domestic com- 
petition by coiisml idtttiou aud absorp- 
tion 
i'liey control production, lix the 


selling price ot manufactured products 
aud control prices upon raw material 
coming within the scope of 
their 


power. 
The amazing greed of the 


favored combines and trusts IB best 
reflected in the unreasonable aud vic- 
ious Payne Aldr'ch tariff bill passed 
by the last session of congress, which 
was concocted aud framed by mem- 
bers of Congress, agents for the trusts, 
put there by the trusts, aud who did 
tht bidding of the trusts under the 
generalship of Speaker Cannon and 
Senator Aldneh.

"You will remembei that 
when

That the following amendment to sec- 
tion twenty-six of article five of the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be, and 
the same is hereby, proposed, in ac- 
cordance with ibe eighteenth article 
thereof:— 


That section 26 of Article V., "which 


reads as follows: "Section 26. All 
relating to courts shall be general 
and of uniform operation, and the or- 
ganization, jurisdiction, and powers of 
all courts of the same class or grade, 
so far as regulated by law, and the 
force and effect of the process and 
judgments of such courts, shall be uni- 
form; and the General Assembly is 
hereby prohibited from creating other 
courts to exercise the powers vested 
by this Constitution in the judgeb of 
the Courts of Common Pleas and Or- 
phans' Courts," be amended so that 
the same shall read as follows:— 


Section 26. All laws relating to 


courts shall be general and of uniform 
operation, and the organization, juris- 
diction, and powers of all courts of 
the same class or grade, so far as regu- 
iated by law, and the force and effect 
of the process and judgments of such 
courts, shall be uniform; but, notwith- 
standing any provisions of this Consti- 
tution, the General Assembly shall 
have full power to establish new 
courts, from time to time, as the same 
may be needed in any city or county, 
and to prescribe the powers and juris- 
diction thereof, and to increase the 
number of judges in any courts now 
existing or hereafter created, or to re- 
organize the same, or to vest in other 
courts the jurisdiction theretofore ex- 
ercised by courts not of record, and to 
abolish the same wherever it may be 
deemed necessary for the orderly "and 
efficient administration of justice.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to the Con- 


stitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, to as to consolidate 
the courts of common pleas of Alle- 
gheny County. 
Section 1. Be it re?olve<l by the 


of Pennsylvania be, and the same is 
nereby, proposed, in accordance with 
the eighteenth article thereof: — 


That section six of article five be 


amended, by striking out the said sec- 
tion, and inserting in place thereof 
the following: 


Section $ In the county of Philadel- 


phia all the jurisdiction and powers 
now vested in the district courts and 
courts of common pleas, subject to 
such changes as may be made by this 
Constitution or by law, shall be in 
Philadelphia vested in five distinct 
and separate courts of equal and co- 
ordinate 
jurisdiction, 
composed of 


three judges each. The said courts in 
Philadelphia shall be designated re- 
spectively as the court of common 
pleas number one, number two, num- 
ber three, number four, and number 
five, biit the number of said courts may 
be by law Inci eased, from time to time. 
and shall be in like manner designated 
by successive numbers. The number 
of judges in any of said courts, or in 
any countv where the establishment 
of an additional court may be author- 
ized by law, may be increased, from 
time to time, and whenever such in- 
crease shall amount in the whole to 
th/efc. such three judges shall compose 
a distinct and separate court as afore- 
said, which shall be numbered as 
aforesaid. 
In Philadelphia all suits 


shall be instituted in the said courts 
of common pleas without designating 
the number of the said court, and the 
several courts shall distribute and ap- 
portion the business among them in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
rules of court, and each court, to 
which any suit shall be thus assigned, 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction there- 
of, subject to change of venue, as shall 
be provided by law. 


In the county of Allegheny all the 


jurisdiction and powers now vested in 
the several numbered courts of com- 
mon pleas shall be vested in one court 
of common pleas, composed of all the 
judges in commission in said courts. 
Such jurisdiction and powers shall ex- 
tend to all proceedings at law and in 
equity which shall have been institut- 
ed in the several numbered courts, 
and shall be subject to such changes 
as may be made by law, and subject to 
change of venue as provided by law. 
The president judge of said court shall 
be selected as provided by law. The 
number of judges in said court may be 
by law increased from time to time. 
This amendment shall take effect on 
the first day of January succeeding 
its adoption.

Proposing an amendment to section 


eight, article nine, of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Secton 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
in General Assembly met, That the fol- 
lowing is proposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, in accordance 
with the provisions of the eighteenth 
article thereof:— 
Amendment to Article Nine, Section 


Eight. 


Section 2. Amend section eight, arti- 


cle nine, of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania, which reads as follows:— 


"Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxaole property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur 
any new debt, or increase its indebt- 
edness to an amount exceeding two per 
centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation," so as to 
read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxable property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur any 
new debt, or increase its indebtedness 
to an amount exceeding two per cen- 
tum upon such assessed valuation of 
property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred 
by the city and county of Philadelphia 
for the construction and development 
of subways for transit purposes, or for 
the construction of wharves and docks, 
or the reclamation of land to be used 
in the construction of a system of 
wharves and docks, as public improve- 
ments, owned or to be owned by said 
city and county of Philadelphia, and 
which shall yield to the city and coun- 
ty of Philadelphia current net revenue 
in excess of the interest on said debt 
or debts and of the annual install- 
ments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may be exclud- 
ed in ascertaining the power of the 
city and county of Philadelphia to be- 
come otherwise Indebted: provided. 
That a sinking fund for their cancella- 
tion shall be established and maintain- 
ed.

Tbe Care of the Orchard. 


"Three things are of vital import- 


ance in arranging your orchards," 
says E. P. Powell, in the October 
"Outing." "The tirst is good drain- 
age. In most of our clay soils I 
would use up the stones by creating 
ditches every fifty feet. 


"Tbe second point to consider is 


that there is no better way of killing 
fruit trees than to put barnyard ma- 
nure around the roots. You may top 
dress with some of this material, but 
beware about using it in the hole that 
you have dug. 


"The third point in planting is to 


mulch your trees, every one of them, 
just as soon as planted. 
This mulch 


may be made of any porus stuff that 
you happen to have about, coal ashes 
or tan bark or weeds or autumn leaves 
—anything but material that mice 
will be likely to bed in. 
Coal ashes, 


on the whole, are the best material 
that we have handy.
